Reviews of the 3 Broadway shows 
and the | Off Broadway show that open- 


ened since the strike were read in cap- 
sule form on many radio and TV shows. 


The Cold Wind and the Warm opened 
prior to the strike and its reviews were 
published. Spot radio and TV ads were 
bought by several Broadway and Off 
Broadway producers to offset the loss 
of printed advertising. The Gazebo and 
The Disenchanted producers bought late 
night TV time for discussion, reviews 
and scenes of their respective plays on 
WRCA-TV and WNTA. The League of 
NY Theatres has set up a central info- 
rmation office where prospective ticket 
buyers may phone for ticket data. This 
may be promoted via radio and TV net- 
work ads, if League members agrce to 
expenditure.

The Cold Wind and Warm- Morosco 12/8. Reviews pub- 
lished I day prior to NY newspaper strike. 3 pro- Times, 
Journal American, Post- and 4 con- Herald Tribune, News,. 
Mirror, World Telegram & Sun-filed on S,N, Behrman's 
adaptation of his New Yorker semi-biographical stories, 
produced by Producers Theatre, staged by Harold Clurman 
and co-starring Eli Wallach and Maureen Stapleton. Though 
most applauded acting by entire company, including smaller 
roles portrayed by Sanford Meisner and Sig Arno, plus the 
more serious roles of Timmy Everett and Morris Carnovsky, 
the critics split on the end result of the script, Rave notices 
from Atkinson, Times, and McClain, Journal American, who 
thoroughly enjoyed every aspect. Amusing tender, touching 
portrayals by Congreve of US theatre, lauded former, while 
latter billed it as a thoughtful, incisive study, played with 
Sympathy and perception by a brilliant cast. Watts, Post, 
also voted on pro side for the graceful, charming, humorous 
portraits but felt it was too pale in structure to compare 
with such a work as "Look Homeward Angel." Con view 
headed by Kerr, Herald Tribune, and Chapman, News, who 
both feared that problems of main character, portrayed by 
Everett, were unresolved at play's end, though both enjoyed 
comic portrayals by the minor characters. Play itself is 
not robust enough to satisfy for author forgot to compound 
a drama,adds Aston, WTS. Characters do not come alive 
as they do in the original stories, comments Coleman, Mir- 
ror, placing part of blame on the director, Journal Amer- 
ican audience poll voted 3 pro,2 con.

Atkinson, Times, lead 
off critical bandwagon by marking it as a fresh and exaclting 
morality play of great stature, presented in an inspired per- 
formance, and a play that seems to be one of the memorable 
works of the century as verse,as drama and as spiritual 
inquiry. Kerr, Herald Tribune, rated play an enormously 
impressive monument, with Hingle's performance electrifying. 
Ifthe author's deliberately elected limitations keep the even- 
ing at some remove from wholly touching drama, Kerr con - 
cluded. they do nothing to rob it of its fascination as sheer 
theatre, Chapman, News, rated it as a lovely work which sings 
of the unconquerable nobility of man's spirit, most exquisitely 
presented.

The decision of the Lord Chamberlain to lift the ban 
on plays concerning the subject of homosexuality is the 
most welcome pronouncement to be made from St. James 
Palace for many decades, states "Stage" editorial. It 
means that the Lord Chamberlain has adopted a common- 
sense attitude and is making an honest effort to recognize 
the enlightened opinions expressed in the Wolfenden Report. 
This step will terminate the previous ludicrous situation, 
whereby a play banned from stage presentation by the Cen- 
sor, could still be heard on the radio, seen on both films 
and TV and read in book form. Serious plays by respon- 
sible and respected playwrights such as --South, Cat on 
a Hot Tin Roof, A View from the Bridge, The Children's 
Hour and Quaint Honor--will now be available for product- 
ion in any theatre in the country where the man-in-the- 
street will be able to walk in quite freely to see them. In 
the past he could do so by joining a theatre club, which 
staged what was ostensibly a private performance and 
therefore outside the Lord Chamberlain's jurisdiction. 
Other restrictions may well be lifted as time goes on, to 
give the theatre even greater freedom and to treat the 
serious playgoer as an adult capable of deciding for him- 
self. The great value of the Lord Chamberlain lies in 
the fact that once he has passed a play, it can be perform- 
ed throughout the land, withouw question of local censor- 
ship.

Half-baked plot ideas may be 
acceptable in mystery stories read on the run, but when pre- 
sented onstage they must have more substance or the audience 
tends to laugh in the wrong places. 


J.B, is a pretentious, illustrated sermon 
clothed in a handsome and unusual setting, provided 
with distinguished mood music and lighting, and 
staged by the genius of an Elia Kazan who almost 
convinces the cast and the audience by sheer theatrics 
that they are participating in a drama, What might 
have been an effective morality adaptation of "Job" 
is destroyed ‘by the author's insistence of under- 
lining each clever phrase , by having both the cast 
and the twin narrators repeat the same message, 
and by such cheap tricks as borrowing "Satan" as 
a butler as an easy way to open an imaginary door. 
Religious leaders can, and certainly will, discuss 
the pertinence of the author's message, the theatre 
fan looking for a play will have to hunt elsewhere.
